Word from Blissfield at a 
late hour Friday night was to the effect that Simmons seemed to be 
holding his own and was ic&ting easiei than was expected i'i A Jew 
of the nature of his injuries. 


Under Horse's Hoofs 


The mishap oecured during the

GERMANS PUSH 


ON TO WARSAW 


Hundred Thousand Men Hurled 


at Russian Trenches. 


Petrograd, Feb. 5.—One hundred 


thousand Germans are hurling them- 
selves in headlong rushes against the 
Russian earthworks west of Warsaw, 
it was officially announced. 


One of the greatest battles of the 


war is developing. 
Seven divisions 


of Germans, comprising the flower of 
Von llhidenberg's armies, are mak- 
ing tempestuous frontal attacks upon 
the Russians between tae Bzura and 
Rawka.
